Superintendent D. \V. McWillie said 
this afternoon that there was no griev­ 
ance and that when the girls got over 
their agitation they readily returned 
tv* work. 
T h e work is paid for by th®

There 
has been a very quick and significant 
rseponse to ex-Judge Parker s sug­ 
gestion. telegraphed from Utica on 
Saturday, that since Mr Hearst iii an 
interview on June 12 virtually declared 
himself out <*f the democracy demo­ 
crats s h o u l d accept that settlement of 
the matter and look over the field for 
a candidate who is inside the party. 
Judge Parker quoted Mr. Hearst 
correctly as saying in interview: 
“ lf 
I ani nominated by the independent 
party it will be oil a platform that 
expresses the principle*, I believe and 
I will make the campaign on that plat­ 
form and no other consideration will 
enter into the matter. 
“There will be no deal or bargain 
made with the leaders of any political 
machine, but everey one 
indorsing 
the sentiments of the independence 
party will be invited to support its 
candidates,^ 
Politicians agree that Judge Parker 
used fine intelligence and discrimina­ 
tion in making up his 1st. 
It is in it- 
>elf a concrete example of existing 
democratic strength in the state. The 
democratic timber he named repre­ 


s e n t the proved voting capacity of th* 
state democracy in its various sec­ 
tions, rural and metropolitan. 
The 
ftr**t response to the judge’s sugges­ 


ti o n has been a very general expres­ 
sion of belief that if the party nomi­ 
nates any one of them for governor 
urn! gives to its selection the support 
of all the rst, which it would be cer- 
to do, the projected Hearst seiz­ 
ure of the state will be out of the 
question. 
That is also the opinion of Leaders 
Murphy and McCarren and a majority 
of their subcommanders in Tammany 
hall and the Kings county democ­ 
racy. 
- Judge Parker’s list has only to be 
read once to impress on democrats 
the fact with this field against him 
Hearst can secure but a meager frac­ 
tion of the delegates from the in­ 
terior counties and none at all from 
New York City.
